italicized explains the recent conduct of 
Archbishop Hughes in reference to the 
mole of holdiag church property in the 
State of N. York.

The Arch- 
bishop had accumulated in his own hands 
and in his own name property to the value 
of millions of dollars; and the policy of his 
church and the provision of his feudal oath 
being thwarted by a legislative net of the 
State, he publicly raved on his return from 
Rome and threatened that professional 
gentlenien would discover some defect in 
the framing and wording of the enactment 
which would render it inapplicable ;” and 
he proclaimed that nothing ess than cocr- 
cion will induée Catholics to put their pro- 
perty and their reputation as a religious 
community at the irresponsible disposyl of 
lay trustees.”

length they were discovered at work in Oregon 
Oahon some-eight miles north-cast of Coloma ; 
and immediately a multitude, rushed thither in 
search of fortunes. Along down the cafion for 
a great distance, tents of all shapes were thickly 
crowded, teeming with wager adventurers for 
Afterwards, as the miners advanced in 
their operations along the ravine, it was found 
that a lead extended under the high hill to the 
west. This lead they attempted to follow, till fi- 
nally their work assumed the form of a regular 
system of tunnelling. From Mameluke Hill, 
almost fabuious amounts of gold have been ta- 
ken out. In the vicinity a large, handsome, 
well-laid-out town has arisen unsurpassed in ap- 
pearance by any other place in the mountains.— 
Its streets are wide; its buildings good; its po- 
sition elevated ; its climate temperate ; with cool- 
ing breezes playing uniformly through its great 
pine groves. Its society is described by some, 
as the best in the mountains, by others, as the 


worst. 


We judge it rather to bea mixture, 


with much less of the bad element than formerly. 
The base keepers of abandoned houges with their 
vile creatures have been expelled . by the inhabi- 
tants, through the application of an excellent law 
which enables a virtuous commuuity to close up 
such dens of hell.

they should be, all other institutions of learning 
would be superfitions’; but if the State fails to 
perform this duty towards those who are so soon 
to be called upon to manage ber affairs, it then 
becomes necessary for private corporations or in- 
dividuals to assume the responsibility of educa- 
ting the children of the land. 

When the people are properly interested in 
the true education of their children. —when they 
see that due provision is made for the establish- 
ment, mauagement, and maintenance of schools; 
—that competent and fit men are chosen or ap- 
pointed to control or direct; that qualified in- 
structors are selected to teach; that enlightened 
methods of teaching are adopted; that moneys 
are properly levied and disbursed,—then, indeed 
the success of a system so carried on tends to 
completely eclipse that of avy private institu- 
tion. But when the people are really indifferent 
as to the education of their children,—when they 
leave to mere partizans the choice of the direc- 
tors of their schools, and the appointment of the 
instructors of their children, the necessity for 
the establishment of schools which shall be be- 
yond the reach of such dangerous influences be- 
comes apparent ;—schools placed under the guid- 
ance and instruction of men who have, from 
choice, devoted their lives to the cause of edu | 
tion, and who by their experience, learning and 
devution, are known to be fit to guide and in- 
struct, and to be worthy of confidence. Per- 
haps it would not be too much to say, that the 
College School of Oakland belongs to this latter 
class. ‘I'he report of its examination, (published 
last week) gave satisfactory evidence that it has 
litherto been ably and faithfully couducted; that 
it is now in a flourishing condition—particularly 
if attendant circumstanees be considered; that it 
has in it real vitality—and- that its prospects 
for the future are hopeful. In the male and fe- 
male departments there are now some 
pupils in the aggregate. 

This school has been in existence 1 
more than two years, and all the time under the 
principalship of the Rev. Henry Durant, who 
has patiently and hopefully watched over it 
through many discouragements. It is said that 
at one time there were no more than three pupils 
in attendance ; and that, too, when the induce- 
ments for making money (if that were an object) 
were much greater in any other pursuit than 
teaching.

The Russiaus are coneentratiug their forces in 
the northern forts, and were occasionally firing 
upon the town, to which the Allies replied from 
the two forts which remained · intact, (Nicholus 
und Quarantine.) and from the ruins of other 
forts. Prince Gortschakoff, in his report, des- 


-cribes the fire of the Allies as heavy. 


Preparations were making by the British and 
French engineers, by the sinking of immense 
mines, to destroy the splendid docks, arsenals, 
and ship-building yards of Sebastopol. and thus 
the place as a naval stronghold.

26,000 men bad e landed at Eu- 
patoria, and that on the 26th this force was in- 
creased to 33,000 men. He bas since reported 
that “imposing masses” of the Allied troops 
continue to threaten the left wing of the Russian 
Army from the valley of Baidar, while u force 
amounting to between 30,000 and 40,000 men 
threatens the right wing of the Russians from 
Eupatoria. 

It is uncertain, and will remain so for some lit- 
tle time, which of these threatened attacks is 
the real one, but there is quite enough in Prince 
Gortschakoff s dispatches to show that he consid- 
ers himself seriously threatened in front and on 
both flanks. Another significant fae. is that 
the English land transport corps are in full ac- 
tivity; chat the field batteries of the artillery are 
in marching order; that large ‘numbers of the 
French cavalry have embarked for Eupatoria; 
and by the telegraphic accounts (from Vienna) 
it is stated that the allied fleets had left Sebasto- 
pool on some secret expedition, 

It is again asserted from Vienna that the Rus- 
sian army is retreating. 

The belief gains ground that the Russians are 
preparing to evacuate the north side of the bur- 
bor of Sebastopol. 

In un. order whieh Prince Gortschakoff has 
addressed to his soldiers, the Prince admits a loss 
of from five hundred to one thousand men per 
day, during the last thirty days of the siege.— 
ro continue to defend the south side, he says, 
would have been to expose the troops to be use- 
lessly murdered. He concludes by saying :— 

“It isnot Sebastopol we have left in the eue- 
my's hands, but burning ruins that we have set 
fire to ourselves.

May 1853. It lad begun to be tured that he 
had shared the fate of the last navigator, Sir 
John Franklin, in search of whom he bad risked 
his life. ‘The relief expedition, sent out in June 
last, under Capt. Hartstein, proceeded to Leive- 
ly, where they found Dr. Kane and his party. 

The account of his adventures and exploru- 
tions in the Arctic regions will be read with the 
deepest interest, and the additions which he has 
made to the geography of the Polar regions, will 
be received by the scientific world with that 
consideration to which their importance entitles 
them. They were obliged to abandon their ves- 
sel, the Advance, as she was completely frozen 
in, and as Dr. Kane considered it unsafe to pass 
another wiuter in her. 

„Dr. Kane gave the following verbal account 
ot his adventures :—He was obliged, he said, to 
abandon the Advance in latitude 78.45, after 
penctrated as far as 82.30, which was

Additional Statements by Dr. Kane :-— 

The Expedition succeeded in crossing Melville 
Bay and reaching the headland of Smith's Sound 
us early as the 6th of August, 1853. Find- 
ing the ice to the North completely impenctra- 
ble, they were forced to attempt a temporary 
passage .along the coast, where the rapid tides, 
running at the rate of tour miles an hour, with 
a rise und fall of sixteen feet, had worn a tempo- 
rary opening. Previous to taking this step, 
which involved great risk, which was, in fact, 
equal to a sacrifice of the brig in whieh Dr. Kane 
was,—a Francis metallic life boat, with a cache 
of provisions, was concealed as a means of re- 
treat. 

The penetration of the pack-ice was attended 
by many obstacles. ‘I'he vessel grounded with 
every tide, and but for her extreme strength she 
would not have been able to snstain the shocks. 
She was several times on her beam ends, and 
once on fire from the upsetting of the stoves. 

Some idea of this peculiar navigation may be 
formed by a knowledge of the fact of her loos- 
ing her jib-boom, best anchor and bulwarks, be- 
sides about 600 fathoms of wapping line. They 
were cheered, however, by asmall-daily progress; 
and by the 10th of September, 1853. they had 
succeeded in gaining the northern fac 
laud, at a point never renched before. 

Here the young ice froze around the vessel, 
nud compelled them to seek a winter asylum, in 
which they experienced u degree of cold much 
below any previous registration. Whisky froze 
in November, and for four months in the year 
the mereury was solid daily. ‘The mean anuual 
temperature was five degrees below zero.
